be treated in law. as death caused: by any other form of negligence, 
d might or might not be manslaughter. 


This dictum was laid down 


by the House of Lords recently 


when reasons werp given. for dismissing the appeal of a van- 
driver nnmed Wilfrid Andrews, who had been sentenced, at Leeds 
Assizes, to 16 months’ imprisonment for manslaughter. 


Mr. Justice du Pareq, who tried 
the case, also disqualified the man 
for life from holding a‘. driving 
Heence. 


The conviction was confirmed by 
the Court of Criminal Appeal, and 
the case’ went to the Lords on the 
flat of the Attorney-General.

Cameras are possibly the . most 
frequent cause of delay ond mis- 
understanding, .They aiways arouse 
the interest of the officials, ond if 
they have been purchased abroad 
they are Hable to a very heavy duty.
